WASHINGTON (ZP)—Pres­ 
ident Kennedy meets with 
the National Secu rity Cou n­ 
cil today to discu ss possible 
military , diplomatic and civ i­ 
lian defense measu res which 
he may tak e to deal with the 
g rowing crisis between the 
Sov iet Union and the West­ 
ern powers ov er Berlin. 
The rang e and actions u nder 
stu dy within the g ov ernment is 
reported to inclu de partial mobili 
zation, increasing NATO .streng th 
in Eu rope, a new rou nd of East 
West neg otiations on Berlin and a 
stepped u p civ ilian defense pro­ 
g ram.

w'as su mmoned to meet at the 
White Hou se this afternoon. Ken­ 
nedy annou nced Wednesday that

g ov ernment ag encies. At Kennedy ’s 
requ est they are being pu lled to­ 
g ether in a report being prepared 
by form er Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson. 
Hig hly placed officials indicate 
that Kennedy , Secretary of State 
Dean Ru sk and other adm inistra­ 
tion leaders are think ing of acting 
on two fronts as the Berlin crisis

1. Military —They intend to tak e 
steps that wou ld g et the United 
States and its allies ready for a 
Berlin showdown if Sov iet Prem ier 
Khru shchev presses his Berlin de­ 
mands to that point. At the same 
time they hope the steps will im ­ 
press u pon Khru shchev the deter­ 
mination of the United States to 
back u p its commitments to protect 
West Berlin ag ainst Commu nist 
pressu res.

Ho wev er, it do es seem the co uncilmen 
hav e been eco no my -minded as it will co st a mo dest estimated 
increase o f $5 4,5 8 1 to run city go v ernment in the co ming 
y ear. 
The pecu liarities of mu nicipal ac­ 
cou nting mak e for misu nderstand­ 
ing s which are not intended. 
The cou ncil’s proposed bu dg et 
will cost tax pay ers throu g h g eneral 
tax ation, $56 1,500 which is $25,9 00 
more than last y ear. The balance 
of the increase will be realized 
from state distribu tiv e fu nds and, 
income receiv ed for serv ices ren­ 
dered. 


Biggest Difference 
The larg est sing le difference in 
Ute bu dg et is m the water depart­ 


ment. Last y ear $6 00,000 was set 
aside to pay for new mains, a 
new well and a new- w ater tower 
all in the sou thwest part of town. 
This y ear the proposal carries an 
item of $182,9 86 which is the an­ 
ticipated cost to finish this project. 
That, in itself, redu ces the bu dg et 
$417,014 bu t has no direct relation­ 
ship to the y early ex pense of ru n­ 
ning city hall.

They may adv ocate legitimate 
aspirations of these group#, such 
as: lower taxes, higher wages, bet­ 
ter housing, old-age security, high­ 
er farm income. To support these 
aims,,.and many others, is not com­ 
munism. The Party is exploiting 
such interests for its own selfish 
aims.

"talking points." bait with which 
to entrap the unwary. 
"Restore the Bill of Rights," 
means in communist language the 
elimination of legal opposition to 
communism, stopping all prosecu­ 
tion of communists, and granting j 
amnesty to those communists who 
are serv ing prison terms for con­ 
spiracy, espionage, etc. 
"Repeal 
the 
draft 
law" 
and 
"peace" mean in communist lan­ 
guage, curtailing our national de­ 
fense effort and allowing Russia 
to become militarily stronger than 
the United States. 
"Increase trade with the Sov iet 
Bloc" means selling materials that 
could be used by the communist 
nations for Armaments. 
"Restore 
academic 
freedom" 
means, in communist language, re­ 
mov ing any ban on leaching of 
communist doctrine in all schools 
and allowing communists to infil­ 
trate teaching staff# freely. Notice 
the communist use of the word 
"restore." indicating that freedom 
is already gone and that the Party 
stands for its return. 
The aim of the Communist Party 
in exploiting these and similar 
slogans is to render the country 
incapable of protecting itself from 
its enemy. 
The Party, through its special­ 
ized appeals, is able to gain entree 
into v arious groups and create 
fav orable 
conditions 
for 
future 
rev olutionary action. Thus v ery 
quickly, for example: 
—a v eterans' meeting endorse# 
"peace."

Whatev er its aims or composi­

The 
feigned interest of the communists 
in legitimate demands is merely a 
trap. 
Holiday* are exploited to en­ 
hance the Party's aims. For ex­ 
ample, the Party’s blatant mouth* 
piec# in clew York, The Dally 
Worker, headlined a story "Moth­ 
er’s Day to Be Marked by Peace 
Table* . .

Also planned, the story said. 
were special Mother’s Day leaflets 
and placards as well aa balloons 
for the children reading "World- 
Wide Ban of A- and H-bombs.’’ 
MANY PEOPLE BELIEVE sin- 
cerely, for many reasons, that 
these bombs should be banned. 
Howev er, to communists, the ob­ 
jectiv e to be gained by agitating 
for "peace" and bans on the A- 
and H-bombs is weakening the 
United States and adv ancing Rus­ 
sian aggressiv e aims.

By that 
he means, of course to establish 
a Sov iet dictatorship. 
The attack is primarily directly 
agitational. Propaganda, although 
v aluble, is regarded as a long- 
range softener of resistance to be 
handled chiefly on an intellectual 
lev el by the educational depart­ 
ment of the Party; agitation is 
immediate, inflammatory, condu­ 
civ e to acute discontent — work 
for a specialist in the field. 
L E N I N ’ S DISTINCTION be­ 
tween propaganda and agitation 
is decisiv e. A propagandist will, 
in 
"explaining" 
unemployment, 
talk about the capitalist nature of 
the crisis, the need for building a 
socialist 
society. 
etc. 
"Many 
ideas" must be expounded, "so 
many indeed that they will be un­ 
derstood as a whole only by a 
(comparativ ely) few' persons.” 
The agitator, on the other hand 
selects one well-known aspect of 
the problem, sinh as "the death 
from starv ation of the family of 
an unemployed worker." He will 
concentrate on imparting a single 
idea to the masses: cspitalism 
was why this family died. The 
rule for agitators is. Ev oke dis­ 
content and rev olt now. "Leav e 
a more complete explanation . . . 
to the propagandist." 
Communist procedure in a case 
in which a man we’il call John Doe 
was arrested for murder, is an ex­ 
ample of Party agitation at work. 
Crime always brings sorrow. It 
reflects maladjustment in society 
and points up abuses that genuine­ 
ly need correction. But th# com­ 
munists aren’t interested in John 
Doe. They do not try to discov er 
the true facts in his case, study his 
background, or improv e his condi­ 
tion. To them, his case is simply

The results obtained for the Par­ 
ty determine the extent and tile 
length of the agitation of such a 
case. Does it arouse the interest of 
large numbers of persons? It a 
prominent public official inv olv ed

case aid other communist v entures 
directly or indirectly? Can it help 
the Party gain recruits? (Mass ag­ 
itation is always linked with Party 
building.) Can it be profitable to 
the Party? A "defense fund" for 
some person exploited by the P ar­ 
ty as a "m artyr" to "injustice" 
can bring the iPartv hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for its war 
chest.

NEW YORK IB — Piggy -back 
v iruses po ssibly are a cause o f 
cancer, medical researchers said 
to day . 
These v iruses wo uld pick up 
and carry tiny amo unt* o f cancer 
causing chemicals in piggy -back 
fashio n. When the v iruses inv aded 
liv ing cells, they co uld seek the 
cells with the chemicals to trigger 
o ff cancero us gro wths. 
Mo use ex periment* pro v ide ev i 
dence fo r the v irus-cancer link 
and perhaps the same thing hap­ 
pens in humans, th# researchers 
to ld the American Medical A ano ­ 
ciatio n. 
The ex periments were made by 
Dra. Christo pher Martin and dig 
munder Magnusao n and two medi 
cal students, Philip J . Go ecienski 
and Gerald F. Hansen, o f Seto n 
Hall Co llege o f Medicine, J ersey 
Qty , N.J. 
They wo ndered whether garden 
v ariety v im aes might intro duce 
cancer agents, so mewhat like a 
mo squito bite can transmit ma­ 
laria. 
They first injected mice with 
mo derate do ses o f a po lio v ims, 
o r a v irus used 
to v accinate 
against smallpo x , o r two v iruses 
which cause grippe-like diseases 
These injectio ns didn t pro duce 
significant illness 
No thing much happened, either, 
when mice were giv en small do ses 
o f two cancer-causing chemicals. 
But when mice were infected 
bo th with o ne o f the v irus#* and 
o n e o f the can cer ag en ta, the mice 


dev elo ped a v ariety o f cancers. 
So me go t leukemias o r blo o d can­ 
cers. so me cancers o f the ly mph 
glands, o thers o f co nnectiv e tis­ 
sues. 
If mice were first immunized 
against smallpo x , and then inject­ 
ed with the v ims p lu s cancer 
agent, few o f the mice go t can­ 
cers. co mpared with tho se no t v ac­ 
cinated.
